ARE HELPED BY THE WASHTUB. 


Dependent Women Find a Boon in the 
Charity Laundry Operated in 
New York. 


In view of Chicago’s recent laundry 
trouble, an article published in the current 
issue of Charities, a New York periodical, is 
of interest. The article deals with the laun- 
dry work carried on by the charity organi- 
zation society, the purpose being to furnish 
dependent women with lucrative work to 
Which they adapt themselves readily. In 
part the article says: 

“ The work has so increased in volume and 
popular appreciation that it has outgrown 
itself at both ends—orders for work are con- 
stantly refused from inabilty to finish them 
on time, and requests for laundresses in 
private families are so frequent that all can- 
not be filled with women who have received 
sufficient instruction to be recommended as 
competent... 

“The laundry in the Industrial building of 
the Charity Organization society, at 516 
West Twenty-eighth street, has few of the 
earmarks of an educational institution, yet 
‘such it is. The‘ pupils’ are received, start- 
ec in the primery grade over wash tubs; ad- 
vanced to the first reader and simple arith- 
metic. plain ironing; finally taken into the 
senior class as ironers of filmy laces and 


table linens; later to be graduated. Though | 


a diploma is nut issued on sheepskin, the 
recommendation of the laundry is a sure sign 
of proficiency in studies. The woman who 
has, it need not search far for work; usually 
the work is waiting for her. | 


Earn from the Beginning. 


~“ The laundry is one of the most hel; ful 
of charities: To it are sent women va 
Whom widowhood, desertion, illness of hus- 


Bands and other misfortunes have thrown } 


the burden of supporting a family. They 
have homes and children. They do not ask 
for charity, but for means of earning. a 
livelihood. They are put over big, metal, 
stationary tubs, paid 60 cents a day, and 
given a good dinner. As they show pro- 
Helency more is paid, the average woman 
receiving $1 a day and some $1.25. When 
they have finished the lessons they invaria- 
bly earn $1.50 a day as laundresses in pri- 
vate families. Most women, if they have 
any aptitude for the work, can become pro- 
ficient laundresges in four weeks. 

“One of the chief advantages of the edu- 
cational laundry is that it teaches the women 
how to do the fihest kind of work. Prac- 
tically all of the twork received is from the 
homes of the well to do and the wealthy. It 
consists of laces, fine linen, curtains, and 
Other delicate fatirrics. The woman who can 
launder these satisfactorily and without 
damage is sure of occypation—in fact, she is 
@ comparative rarity. 

“A. large propértion of the women who 
ask for work are foreigners.. The American 
mother, left in Mistress, seems better able 
to meet the emergijency of fitting into a place 
for earning her own living. 3 


Some Those Aided. . 


“In the records of the society are some 
interesting cases pf women who have been 
aided. One was ia widow with three chil- 
dren. She was helped from private sources 
for a time and then given the course of les- 
sons in the laundry. She proved apt and 
Was soon regularly employed by several fam- 
ilies in doing their laundry work. The baby 
died and the eldest child secured work. With 
the other she has found employment which 
Keeps them in the country during the sum- 
mer and in New York winters. 

“ A Greek woman was made the wage earn- 
er by an accident which destroyed her hus- 
Dand’s sight. Now she is a first class ironer 
and is earning $1.25 a day.”’ ‘ 

The article says that many letters have 
been received from Chicago inquiring about 
the methods of the educationallaundry.

Managers in Various Cities Think 
Few Employes Will Walk

Widespread war against the National Bis- 
cuit company has been ordered begun today 
and tomorrow by union labor. It is the plan 
of the strike leaders to call out the 10,000 
union men-and women in the biscuit plants 
at eight large cities, from Philadelphia to 
Kansas City. The leaders of the bakers’ 
union declared last evening that by Tuesday 
night the big copapany would be badly crip- 
pled. 

The company is expected to make a hard 
fight and managers of various plants predict 
that the strike .will have little effect. On 
Saturday the company issued a statement 
declaring that its large plants here, where 
the present labor trouble originated, would 
remain closed until the employés made de- 
mands which could be considered by the offi- 
clals of the company. 


Think Philadelphia Union Weak. — 


At Philadelphia it is predicted by the man- 
agers that the strike will fall fat. The men 
| are said to be poorly organized and unable to 
cripple operations. Members of the unions 
will go out, but they form only a small per- 
ane of the whole body of workers, it is 


According to H. J. Mueller, manager of the 
plant at St. Joseph, Mo., there will be no 
strike at that point. Mr. Mueller said the 
employés were satisfied with the wages, and 
no matter what the outcome was at the other 
Plants he felt confident that the employés 
there would remain faithful to their promises 
and refuse to go out, | 

L. D. Dozier, manager of the St. Louis 
plant, said last night that he had seen no 
sign of a strike among the 400 employés 
there, and everything was running smoothly. 
. In the plant at 469 West street, New York, 
it was said last night that no impending 
strike had been heard of: The bakers had 
prepared to mix their dough at 2 a. m. and to 
bake at 7 this morning. | 


Bread ‘Bakers Out in Cleveland, 

‘At Cleveland Manager R. B. Stevenson 
said there had been no trouble in the biscuit 
company plants. There was, however, a 
serious strike of bread and cake bakers be- 
gun in Cleveland Saturday night. A dozen 
or more big bakeries were tied up because 
of the refusal to grant a nine hour day. 
Some of the smaller concerns granted the 
demand. Nearly 100 bakers are out, and. 
some restaurants were crippled last night, 
being forced to give their guests hot bis- 
cuits in place of bread. 

Managaer Perin Langdon of the biscuit 
company plant at Cincinnati said there was 
no trouble with the men and that none be- 
longed to a union. 

The Denver branch factory is not organ- 
ized and will not be affected by the strike 
order. ‘ 

A. W. Green, head of the company, has 
gone east for the summer. At his country 
residence in Connecticut it was stated that 
_he was not at home. Chicago directors of 
the company declined to make any comment 
on the strike. 


Union Headquarters in,Cleveland. 
- The fight will be engineered from the Inter- 
nationad offices of the Journeymen Bakers’ 
.and Confectioners’ union at Cleeveland, O., 
‘but will have its center in Chicago, where 
the company has locked out 2,500 employés. 
At 8 o'clock this morning the 150 bread and 
pretzel bakers in the Aldrich and the Schmidt 
plants in this city will be notified by their 
busiiess agents that a strike is on. Laterin 
the day the cracker packers-and other work- 
ers will be called to join in the struggle. ‘ 

From Chicago the fight will be carried to 
other cities where the National Biscuit com- 
pany has plants. Every union employé will 
be told to remain out until the company con- 
sents to recognize the labor organizations 
and reopens the Bremner and Kennedy plants 
in Chicago. 

List of Company’s Plants. 

The company’s plants outside of Chicago 
are in St. Louis, Kaneas City, Cincinnati, 
Indianapolis, Detroit, Denver, Cleveland, 
Philadelphia, and St. Joseph,Mo. - 

The trouble is due to the determined op- 
position offered by the company to the or- 
ganization of its employés. Some years ago 
it opened an attack on the bakers’ union, and 
that body put its goods on the unfair list. 
This spring the company asked that the ban 
be lifted and the request was refused. 

Shortly afterward the bakers employed in 
the Kennedy and Bremner plante asked fora 
new wage and hour schedulé. This the com- 
pany would not grant, and three weeks ago 
closed the two establishments, saying that 
they would not be reopened until the “‘ unions 
hand in more reasonable demands.”’ 

This action angered the international! offi- 
cers of the union, and they ordered the strike. 
Notices were sent out by International Sec- 
retary F. H. Hartzbecker at Cleveland, O., to 
the business agents in the various cities that 
the strike should open in Chicago today and 
in the other places on Tuesday. 2 
quested yesterday to aid the 5,000 union men 
and women in the local plants by giving them 
its “‘ moral support.”” This was done, with 
the additional promise that the central body 
will do all in its power to prevent trade union- 
ists from buying the company's goods.

Several Chicago Ministers Refer in 
7 Their Sermons to the Industrial 


The industrial. situation in Chicago was 
discussed in several pulpits yesterday. Dr. 
F. W. Gunsaulus said that John Wesley was 
one of the first labor reformers. Dr. W.-A. 
Bartlett deprecated the tyranny of unions 
-over their members. Dr. Polemus H. Swift 
found the cause for strikes in a morbid moral 
and spiritual condition. 

The sermon by Dr. Gunsaulus in Central 
church was on Wesley, and the pastor re- 
ferred only incidentally to labor problems, 
saying: Ps 

“ Wesley stood in England when the labor 
problem was most hopeless the greatest labor 
reformer since Jesus Christ, and talked to 
men on the docks and at their work of 
Christ and his laws. Talk as you will, these 
“problems can never be settled by law. You 
may expect your president to arbitrate, but 
the question will not be settled until it is 
settled according to Christ’s law—there will 
never be any peace until the heart of the one 
power is in touch with that of the other, and 
each touched by the finger of Christ.” 


Tyranny of Labor Unions. 
hing in the First Congregational 
ch , Dr. Bartlett said in part: 
**T long have felt sympathy for unions, but 
I must say in this day my allegiance to them 
has been greatly shaken. The reason is that 
it is involving men in actual slavery. In 
these recent strikes certain men have quit 
work simply because they were more loyal 
to their union than to thedr truest copvic- 
tion, and when a mam does that he becomes a 
slave. It seemed to me at one time that 
redress for the wrongs of the workingmen 
might be found in the binding tagether for 
mutual protection and support, but when |

Selfishness Cause of Strikes. 


In Wesley church Dr. Swift said: 

“That the present is an age of strikes is 
evidenced by the history of the last twenty- 
five years. From the clash of 1877 to the 
present hour the fires of industrial discon- 
tent have been smothered down, only to 
break forth again. There have been strikes 
of skilled and unskilled laborers, strikes 
big, and strikes little. Strikes are like war— 
the victor suffers with the vanquished, and 
the innocent suffers more than either the 
victor or the vanquished; and so costly is a 
ee strike that it is sane only as a last 
“resort.” 


Sign of Industrial Progress. _ 

In a prelude to his sermon in Trinity Meth- 

odist church last evening the Rev. Clarence 
Abel said that in one sense strikes are a 
hopeful sign of progress. Strikes in the 
industrial world are analogous to insurrec-_ 
tions in political history. They have been 
costly, but have played an important part 
in the elevation of the common people. In- 
surrection, however, belong only to the first 
stages of movements toward freedom, and 
so with strikes. 
“Tt is time this nation was asking itself 
if it ought not to be getting past this stage 
of violence and brute force in adjustment 
of industrial relations,”” he continwed. 
** With political freedom and universal suf- 
frage. with free education and easy com- 
munication of ideas, it is a shame to us as 
a people that we have not yet made for our- 
selves a better way out of our industrial 
disputes. -We need statesmen, instead of 
party poilicians, to turn their earnest 
thought to these great internal problems. 
We need, on both sides, to be educated unto 
a seeking for what is right and just rather 
than for what is expedient from our own 
point of view, careless of the interests of the

“There is always some grumbling at the 
food we get,’’ said a chambermaid in one 
of the principal downtown hotels yesterday, 
** but there is seldom any good cause forit. I | 
prefer European plan houses because they 
usually allow the girls to select 50 to Tj. cents 
worth of food, according to the prices 
charged in the restaurant. In hotels where 
regular table d’hdéte is served in the dining 
room you never know what you are going 


to get.’’

The strike.of the waiters has put emphasis 
on conditions which the patrons of the down- 
town eating houses declare are intolerable. 
Many of the waiters rely more on their tips 
than on their wages, which in many cases 
are small, but they have not hesitated to dis- 
commode the patrons of the restaurants, 
whose liberality has made it possible for 
them to thrive. 


Why Tipping Should Stop. 

Now that the waiters have a union they 
should be able to protect themselves and live 
without levying tribute on the public, the 
promoters of the anti-tipping movement say. 
They are on a level with other arganized 
workingmen and should be in a position to 
make satisfactory terms with their employ- 
ers. Asm one indignant restaurant patron 
put it: 

* Why should we continue to tip the wait- 
ers and not the hodcarriers, the bricklayers, 
the motorman. or even, say, the clerks who 
waits on us in the stores? The tipping sys- 
tem started on the theory that the. waiter 
must rely directly on the public for his wages. 
That condition no longer exists, and never 
should have existed. The waiter now is an 
independent workman, protected by a union, 
and the tipping must stop.’’ 

The promotors of the anti-tipping society 
have been casting about for information, and 
/are firmly convincéd that in some cases the 
waiter could almost afford to tip an occa- 
sional patron. One waiter in a popular down- 
town restaurant is said to be so prosperous 
in his position that he takes a trip to Europe 
every year, while another owns the cot- 
tages and a small flat building ont on the 
northwest side. 

But it is not this prosperity that tis so irri- 
tating to the anti-tippers. They are willing 
that the waiter should have his share of the 


that he should strike and fnconvenience the 
public that has made it possible for him to 


do so well. 


: Some Figures on Tips. 

Here are some figures that have been 
pared: 

Suppose, for instance, that a waiter serves 
fifty persons a day—said to be a modest basis 
for calculation. Suppose, then, that half of 
these persons neglect to drop a coin in his 
ever waiting hand—another supposition that 
is mot borne out in practice these days. 

On this basis the waiter would have twenty- 
five paying customers, each of whom would 
contribute from 10 to 25 cents a day to his 
support, while at rare intervals as high as 
$1 or even $5.is handed out by patrons of the 
more popular eating houses. 

But put the average as low as 15 cents and 
the waiter still would have $3.75 a day com- 
ing into his pocket from the customers—and 
this im additiom to the money he draws from 
his employer. 

Such figures as these, the anti-tippers say, 
are enough to make the public orgamize a 
strikeof its own. 


Injustice to the Public. 

One of the more conservative promoters 
of the anti-tipping league had the following 
to say of the movement: 

“ The rich men of the country have spoiled 
the waiters. Tipping is becoming a national 
evil—worse even than it is in Europe, be- 
cause in this country the waiters expect 
tips out of all proportion to their services.

see why the public should be forced, by 
extremely annoying and coercive methods, 
to pay the salaries of servants emplo by 
hotels or restaurants. 

hope we will be able to check the tip- 
ping habit, and I believe that if the waiters 
were paid fair wages a class of waiters would 
spring up that would scorn the begging 
methods now in vogue in many places. 

“T believe we can check the tipping habit 
in Chicago and we are going to ask the 
waiters’ union to help us in the movement. 
If tips are done away with the waiter can 
deal with his employer on a business basig.”’ 


As One Waiter Sees It. . 

“The better class of waiters have little 
sympathy the tipping system,” said one 
of the union officials. .“ It is frequently re- 
marked that waiters in some of the hotels 
and restaurants make from $40 to $50 a week. 
There may be a few who do this, but you can 
bet that the head waiter or the house gets a 
share of it. In other words, a man must pay 
for the privilege of working in such a house. 
The labor union can stop the tipping evil by 
lifting the wages of the men to a respectable 
standard.”

MURDER SUSPECTS. 


Prisoners Fight When Found in a 
Crowded Railway Train and Cause 
a Panic in the Cars—Are Overpow- 
ered After a Struggle, in Which a 
Number of Passengers Join — Are 


Charged with Killing Drag Clerk | 


During Attempted Holdup. 


In a crowded Illinois Central-picnic train 
at the Twelfth street station two young 
men accused of the murder of Dr. J. B.

Police Get Valuable Clew. 

The evidence connecting the men with the 
Forbes murder, which was committed on 
May .29, as well as other holdups and bur- 
giaries, was secured on Saturday night by 
Lieut. Harding and Sergt. O'Malley of the 
Desplaines street station, A search for the 
men was begun at once, but until yesterday 
morning their whereabouts could not be as- 
certained. | 

Then it was learned that they had gone to 
a picnic of the Chicago letter carriers at 
Elliott's park on the [llinois Central railway. 
Fearful that they might not return on the 
picnic train, the detectives endeavored to 
secure a special train to the picnic ground. 

Finding that the first returning train would 
leave before their arrival, the police then 
called in all available detectives from the 
west side and detailed them to each local sta- 
tion at which the trains would stop. De- 
_tectives Barry, Bonner, and Lee boarded the 
train at the first stop and walked through 
the crowded cars. 

Struggle in Crowded Car. 

As the train was nearing Twelfth street 
they recognized their men and walked to- 
wards them! The recognition was mutual, 
and Martini and Dong Tong arose and 
reached for their revolvers. The detectives 
seized them, and the five men struggied about 
the car. Other passengers went to the sus- 
pects’ rescue, and the tm were buffeted 
about in a crowd shrieking women 
frightened men. 

They clung to the men despite the blows 
showered on them, and as the train slowed up 
at the Twelfth street station Detectives 
Kirby, Kilcrane, and Quinlan fought their 
way through the crowd and the prisoners 
were disarmed. Several passengers who had 
attacked the policemem were arrested, but 
were, released later. 

At, the station the men refused to make a 

statement. Several witnesses who saw the 
murderers escaping will endeavor to identify 
them, as will Clerk Semsrott, who was held 
up by the thieves when Dr. Forbes was mur- 
dered. Both men answer the numerous de- 
scriptions given of the holdup men. 
“Dr, Forbes was killed by men who at- 
temipted to hold him up in the drug store of 
Adolph Brendicke, Peoria and ‘Randolph 
streets, where he was acting as night clerk. 
He was shot through the head after his 
refusal to sit still when ordered by the 
robbers. 


TWO FIGHTS ANDADEATH 
FOLLOW NIGHT’S DANCING. 


Charles Strum Loses His Life and Janes 
Spellacy May Succumb to Bullet 
Wound—<Assailents Are Arrested.

Spellacy was 
shot by Peter Gom while standing in front of 
his own home, the shooting being the result 
of their quarrel at a dance hall some time 
previous. Gom was arrested. 


HAZE IN CHICAGO-CAUSED 
- BY FIRES IN NEW ENGLAND. 


Chicago Is Getting Smoke from Forest 
Blazes in the Eastern States, Accord- 
ing to Weather Forecaster Cox. . 


Chicago is getting New England’s smoke, 
and’in such quantities that the navigators 
are having trouble sailing the lake. Such 
is Weather Forecaster Cox's explanation of 
the haze that has hung over the water and 
even invaded the city at times during the 
last few days. 

Forest ‘firés are burning in some of the 
eastern states, and according to Mr. Cox

There was a crowd in the restaurant when 
the robbers appeared. Frank Leatherman, 
the bartender, asked for their order, | 

“Line: up, you fellows,” said the taller of 
the two, “and lay what you have oni the 
bar, and you keep your hands as high as you 
can get them,” said he to Leatherman. . 

Leatherman raised his hands and began to 
laugh, pretending to think it a joke. 

Smith was in a rear room and when he 
‘heard the talking walked to the front. As 
he appeared Leatherman said: ‘ 

“ There’s your friend now.” 

The man who was covering Leatherman 
with his revolver glanced at Smith. As he 
did so Leatherman caught the hand which 
held the revolver. The weapon exploded and 
the bullet passed under the bartender’s arm 
and struck Smith in the right side. Leather- 
man and the holdup man then grappled with 
each other and the revolver fell to the floor. 


Robbers Take to Flight.

THE MANY-HEADED MONSTER. . 

The irresponsibility of a mob was never 
better illustrated than in the case of the 
lynching which occurred in. Belleville, IIl., 
Saturday night. It has become axiomatic 
that a mob is capable of doing things which 
scarcely any individual in it would think of 
doing. The unbridled passion, the cruelty, 
the ferocity of a mob under given conditious 
has been the subject of study by. sociolo- 
gists for’ centuries. “The many headed 
monster ” has the ingenuity to plan and the 
determination to execute fearful measures 
which no single member of it would con- 
ceive or carry out. 

The community in which this disgraceful 
affair occurred has been considered one of 
the most law abiding in Lllinois, It is not 
“new” in the sense that far western vil- 
lages and towns are so called. It has been 
settled for a longer period than Chicago. 
It is inhabited largely by people of German 
desceut—peaceful, orderly, and respected 
citizens. How they or the inhabitants of 
the surrounding country be excited 
to such a fury of savagery as to overthrow 
the law, personally execute vengeance upon 
a wretcl who was unworthy of it, and 
afterwards perpetrate nameless indignities 
upon the dead body is a question that no 
man can surely decide. — 

The wretched creature who was thus hur- 
ried to death undoubtedly suffered because 
he was not wholly a Caucasian. Whether 
the black or the white strain in his veins 


| controlled his action—what evil inheritance 


it was that compelled him to commit the 
crime—cannot positively be said. 


ne * The murder committed by him was so 


shocking, and the feelings of the community 
in regard to it were so thoroughly aroused, 
that, without doubt, if the law had been per- 
mitted to take its céurse he would have suf- 
fered the extreme penalty. No legal inge- 
nuity would have availed to rescue him 
from capital punishment under the regular, 


by the laws of the state.

upon the community which resorted to it.

OLD LAMPS FOR NEW. 

The capital stock of the City railway 
company is $18,000,000. It has no bonded 
debt. It is argued in behalf of the com- 
pany that the present value of its improve- 
ments—its tangible property—does not vary 
much from the par value of the capital 
stock, The stock, it is alleged, has all been 


bovine in-cash. It is said that no stock 


vidends ever have been made. 
If it be conceded that from first to last 
$18,000,000 has keen expended in the pur- 
chase of land, in the putting up of build- 
ings, and in the construction and equip- 
ment of horse, cable, and electric lines, it 
does uot follow that the tangible properties 
of the company are worth $18,000,000 to- 
day. It is certain that of late years no 
money has:been invested in the cable lines 
of the company, which are its trunk lines. 
Barely enough has been spent on the up- 
keep of the lines to enable the company to 
perform imperfectly its functions as a car- 
rier of the public. Whatever it may say 
to the contrary, it has uot given so good 
service as it might. The service has been 
inadequate. It is no uncommon thing to 
notice intervals of five minutes between 
cable trains in Wabash avenue and. State 
street after the morning and evening rush 
hours are over. A sufficient number of cars 
may be run to accommodate passengers 
during the hours of slack business, but the 
service is not frequent enough because the 
cars are run in trains instead of singly.

That is not 
true of the cable lines equipment. The 
power houses add nothing to the value of 
the land they stand on. The rolling stock 
is worn out. The cable conduits are of 
little value for any other purpose. 
eable trackage is scheduled on the com- 
pany’s books as an asset which really rep- 
resents the money put into it, the company 
has a bad system of bookkéeping. 

In the ordinary manufacturing business 
a certain per cent—from 5 to G—of the cost 
of the plant is charged up every year to 
“depreciation.” Real estate men assume 


yearly, so that at the end of twenty years 
the total amount invested in construction 
will have disappeared. The policy of car- 
rying improvements on the books at their 
original cost has been abandoned by good 
accountants. The railroads of the United 
States long ago discovered that it was a 
perilous policy. For example, the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad under the man- 
agement of the younger Garrett had an 
enormous surplus. on the books, but when 


discovered that the surplus consisted solely 
in exhausted, wornout improvements, that 
nothing had been been charged off for de- 
preciation, and that the road had not been 
kept up and was in bad condition, needing 
almost entire reconstruction, A receiver 
had to be appointed. The stock went down 
to almost nothing. There have been bitter 
complaints in leading English papers of 
some British roads which are pursuing that 
“false policy and asserting for their proper- 
ties a book value they do not possess. — 

The City railway company occasionally 
has made an allowance on account of de- 
preciation. In 1902 the allowance was 
$180,000. It has not made such allow- 
ances often enough or on a sufficiently 
large scale. It should by this time have 
written off ail that was spent in installing 
the cable system and a part of what was 
spent in installing the electric system. The 
latter is of comparatively recent introduc- 
tion, but electric machinery deteriorates 
rapidly.

The south is anxious to know from the 
Supreme court of the United States if the 
Vermont suffrage qualification is constitu- 
tional.

‘the suffrage “‘ whomhave not attained the 
approbation of the board of civil authority 
of the town in which they reside.” : 

The Atlanta Constitution says it wants 
nothing better than that. Grandfather 
clauses would be but the gauzy tissues of 
the adolescent spider compared to the 
withes which the Vermont clause would 
wrap around the black voter in carefreed 
Dixie. The Constitution predicts the Ver- 
mont idea “ would really work with charm- 
ing effectiveness in shutting out the venal 
and ignorant voters of our precincts, wheth- 
er white or black.” Which is evidently and 
patently true, provided we disregard the 
southron’s exuberant, fairylike figures of 
speech and substitute for his fanciful phrase 
about excluding “ignorant voters, whether 
white or black,” what he meant by it—the 
word “negroes.” 
_ Nevertheless, the southern editor has put 
up a knotty question. The Supreme court 
must ipass ov the constitutionality of the 
statute as it operates in Vermont. Ver- 
monters have never availed themselves of 
it to shut out negroes. Neither in language 
nor spirit does it contravene the fourteenth 
or fifteenth amendment, The Supreme 
court can hardly, by the strongest stretch 
of interpretation, hold otherwise. If "the 
court upholds the Vermont statute the 
south will at once adopt it and nothing can 
stop it. And then the southern negro will 
be disfranchised as effectually as he is 
now, but without the remote glimmer of 
hope before him that the federal courts 
may intervene and hand him back the bal- 
lot.

Growing Commerce with Alaska. 


The commerce of Alaska during the fiscal 
year which ends with this month seems likely 
© aggregate over $20,000,000, exclusive of 
gold, according to the treasury bureau of 
Statistics. The figures of shipments from the 
ports of the United States to Alaska during 
the ten months ending with April, 1903, 
aggregate $6,831,070 of merchandise and. 
$104,369 gold and silver coin. During 
the month of April the total shipments of 
merchandise to Alaska amounted to $2,581,- 
7M; and as the opening months of the season 
are those of heavy shipments to Alaska it 
ip apparent the total shipments to Alaska 
Guring this first. fiscal year in which their 
Value is measured will aggregate between 
$10,000,000 and $12,000,000. 

A. similar statement of the shipments from 

4 Alaska to the United States which is also 

published shows the total value for ten 
months to be $10,101,060 of merchandise. In 
addition to this, the shipments of gold ore 
from Alaska, produced in United States ter- \ 
ritory; amount to $4,569,496. The shipments 
q of “foreign” gold are from Alaska during 
J the period, by which is meant that from the 
; Kiondike (Canadian) territory, reaching the 
United States through Alaska aggregates 
for the same period $10,972,454. : 

é By far the most Important of the articles 
shipped from“Alaska to the United States is 
canned saimon, the value of which during 
the ten months ending with April, 1903, was 
$8,401,124, or more in the ten months in ques- 
tion than the sum paid for Alaska in 1867, 
that*sum being $7,200,000. The next largest 
items in the shipments from Alaska are: 
Other fish and fish products, $751,984; furs 
end fur skins, $304,590; whalebone, $115,994; 
copper, $100,51 
Shipments to Alaska are naturally of 
extremely varied character, including 
Provisions, clothing, and materials for use 
Of miners and those engaged in the canning 
maustry.

Weather Bad for Trade. 
The weather nearly-all the week was 
againat the conduct of a big business in 
wholesale lines, country roads in all direc- 
tions being about as bad as possible, and yet 
dry goods, groceries, drugs, and kindred 
kinds of goods moved out about as usual. 
Labor troubles in some lines were a menace 
to business early in the week, but toward 
the close conditions became more settled, 
and the beginning of this week will see wheels 
turn in many industrial establishments which 
have been idle for weeks. 


The month of June, according to the Iron: 


and Machinery World,opens with a number 
of tmportant developfhents in the metal 
trade. Old matertal is breaking in price, and 
in finished products generally the market is 
not especially strong: Some little shading of 
prices has been indulged in recently in sey- 
eral directions, though it is scarcely sufficient 
to note specifically. There seems to be little 


doubt that influential producing factors in all . 


branches of the trade will adhere to their 
present schedules of prices. 

Turning to demand, there is positive en- 
couragement. Inquiries this week have im- 
proved all along the line. ‘Consumers have 
been for one reason and another holding 
back to the extreme limit. The labor situa- 
tion has cleared up wonderfully and is no 
longer a disturbing influence of general char- 
acter. The necessities of the buyers are 
forcing them into the market and the out- 
took is for a decidedly improved business. 
But whether the consumers will continue 
their purchases cautiously, buying from 
month to month, or adopt the more im- 
pressive method of contracting for their 
needs for six months or a year ahead, re- 
mains to be seen. Whichever course is pur- 
sued, business in June will in all probability 
= distinct gains over that of April or 

ay. 

‘The immediate future of pig iron is waver- 
ing in the balances. There will either be a 
decided buying movement for shipments 
during the last half of the year ora continu- 
ance of the waiting policy. The southern 
producers have made their play, reducing 
Iron nominally $2.50 a ton and placing the 
west on the same basis as the east, wiping 
out the $1 differential against the west which 
has prevailed since April 1. This action 
Was taken by influential producers. It is 
most unlikely that they will make any 
further concessions in the near future. — ‘ 


Steady Call for Coal. = 
Conditions in the coal market, says the 
Black Diamond, show little change with the 
turning of the month. If anything, the pres- 
sure on the principal selling agents to make 
more prompt deliveries of coal is a little 
more pronounced than it has been at any 
previous time. In the bituminous trade weak 
markets continue to rule on most descrip- 
tions of western coal, with eastern smokeless 
coals firmiy held, but little business being 
done except in the great lakes trade. There 
is a feeling in the trade, however, that the 
turning .point in the market has been nearly 
reached and that the reaction will shortly 
get in to a higher basis, all of which is en- 
couraging. Dealers who have n loading 
tip on anthracite in order to 1 e a supply 
next winter will shortly call for bituminous 
coals, and with the pronounced demand 
which has been experienced for steam pur- 
poses this ought to strengthen the situation 
materially. 
The increased pressure to secure anthracite 
supplies is due to the fact that many dealers 


} who ordered coal in April and in May have 


received only part of the tonnage which they 
have required. In nearly every large shipping 
office there remains a pro rata of tonnage still 
undelivered, owing to the fact that the distri- 
bution of coal coming forward has us 
wide as possible. The clamor for coal at this 
time is from the class of dealers who have 
not recéived coal ordered two months ago. 
There are due to pay two advances in price 
since the circular went into effect in April, 
although their orders were placed early, and 
they feel that they should secure the coal 
before any further advances accrue. Con- 
sequently they are demanding that orders be 
filled as promptly as possible, and are insist- 
ing in many instances that this business be 
taken care of during the next fortnight. 

In the wholesale selling branch of the an- 
thracite industry there continues to be an 
active demand. Orders coming in this week 
have been as large as during the correspond- 
ing week in May and have called for fully as 
much tonnage as during that time. These 
orders are coming from a wide range of ter- 
ritory at all of the principal anthracite dis- 
tributing points and there is unquestionably 
much changing around among a certain per- 
centage of the dealers as to their sources of 
supply. . Nearly all the anthracite selling 
agents report that they are receiving orders 
for coal from trade that they never before 
sold it to. In some instances it is probable 
that the trade is placing business with sev- 
eral different companies+with a view to get- 
ting a supply of coal as early as possible and 
canceling orders on the books of other com- 
panies when the coal comes forward. In 
other instances dealers are changing the 
source of their supply for various reasons, 
either due to the fact that they were not sat- 
isfied with the old arrangement or because 
they cannot get coal from the former source. 
‘ It is about the height of the season in paint, 
oll, and color lines, and an active business 
is being done. Trade generally exceeds in 
volume the business done up to this time 
last year. Prices are reported steady, 

Lumber lines are affected more or less by 
unsettled conditions of labor and the diffi- 
culty in moving stuff to country points.

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


Liberal Receipts for Closing Day of the

Stocks have been 
selling on this basis for weeks, but the public 
is not buying them. Stocks are not cheap
